It’s impossible nowadays to talk about topflight soccer 
without reference to Poland’s entertaining and highly 
successful national team. — 

After decades of quiet, rather unnoticed existence, they 
exploded on the scene in 1972 when they won the Olympic 
crown in Munich. . : 

The following year a slightly reorganised team knocked 
England out of the World Cup qualifiers with a 2-0 win in 
Poland and then a magnificent 1-1 in London. 

Even after these two warnings, Poland went to the 1974 
World Cup finals largely unfancied. 

’ But there, they took the scene with a storm. In Gadocha, 
Lato, Kasperczak, Zmuda, the giant stopper Gorgon and 
Deyna a sceptical soccer world gave Poland instant 
admiration and recognition. 

Finally, Poland finished third — their best ever result — 
and with an ounce of luck, against West Germany in the 
semifinal, could have got even higher. 

Although not without some domestic turbulences, the 

_ nucleus of that great team is still intact and will go into battle 
in Argentina in June. 

Lubanski, now a pro in Belgium, is no longer in serious 
contention though manager Gmoch may recall him.

young players. 

His instructions were to scout 
for some of the best young 
players in Sydney in order that 
they form, within three years, the 
nucleus of a top first grade team 
of first division standard. 

As.a first step in carrying out 
his instructions, Felix Molski 
brought to his side another 
coach expert in the requirements 
of young players, in Berto 
Luchhetti (then junior coach of 
Marconi). 

As a result, most of the players 
in the first grade squad for 1978, 
came through the third grade of 
1975 and second grade of 1976. 

‘In 1977, Felix Molski, stuck to 
his convictions that these 
players have the class to make’ 
top grade, and fearlessly pro- 
moted them to the first-grade.
